without  himself  feeling  the  peace  inspiring  ^tcer 
thereof.  Religion  consists  in  nothing  of  a  tangible 
nor  visible  nature;  but  tangible  and  visible  things 
may  flow  from  it,  and  will  flow  from  it,  when  deep 
seated  in  the  human  heart.  He  who  is  in  truth  a  dis¬ 
ciple  of  Christ — a  Universalist,  in  the  longest, 
hroadest  and  deepest  sense  of  the  term — beholds  in 
God  a  Father,  in  Christ  a  teacher,  and  in  every 
man  a  brother.
